PREPARATIONS FOR SPECIAL GA PROCEED AT LEISURELY PACE. 

ALGERIAN GAME PLAN APPEARS TO BE CARRYING DAY, AND VISIBLE 
ELEMENTS OF SESSION REMAIN LONG GENERAL DEBATE, DECLARATION 
OF PRINCIPLES AND PLAN OF ACTION. REAL TENSIONS AMONG LDC'S, 
BASED ON VERY DIFFERENT PRECEPTIONS OF CAUSES/CURES OF 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC PROBLEMS, MAY YET COME TO FORE AND 
CHANGE DIRECTION OF SESSION. IT APPEARS THAT 28TH GA PRES

DEBATE ON CREDENTIALS. POLL TO DATE INDICATED DEFINITE 
ATTENDANCE OF THREE HEADS OF STATE (ALGERIA, GAMBIA, 
MAURITANIA) AND 29 FONMINS, WITH THREE ADDITIONAL HEADS 
OF STATE AND 15 FONMINS ' PROBABLY’' ATTENDING. 

DURING LONG DESCRIPTION OF YUGOSLAV GOVT'S VIEWS ON SPECIAL 
GA, MOJSOV (YUGOSLAVIA) TOLD AMB SCALI GOY VIEWS SESSION'S

ARMED STRUGGLE AND ENSURE DISSEMINATION OF INFO EMANATING 
FROM LIBERATION MOVEMENT; CALL ON ALL MEMBER STATES TO 
PROVIDE MATERIAL SUPPORT FOR LIBERATION STRUGGLE;

MRS. JOKA-BANGURA (SIERRA LEONE) PROPOSED TO COMITE MARCH 
27 THAT IT NOT PASS ANY RES ON RHODESIA PRIOR TO HEARING 
WHAT NEW UK GOVT'S INTENTIONS ARE. SHE STATED US WENT TO 
VIETNAM TO HELP PEOPLE CARRY OUT SELF-DETERMINATION AND 
PROTECT THEM FROM COMMUNISM (THEN WITHDREW FOR REASONS 
WHICH ONLY THEY KNEW). AND THAT PROVED WORLD COMMUNITY 
COULD GO INTO RHODESIA TO HELP WITH SELF-DETERMINATION 
THERE. SHE TRIED TO ENCOURAGE COMITE TO FOCUS ON WESTERN 
EUROPEAN SANCTIONS VIOLATIONS. AMONG THOSE SYSTEMATICALLY 
VIOLATING SANCTIONS SHE CITED AUSTRIA. FRANCE, JAPAN, 

PORTUGAL, SWITZERLAND, SA, UK, US AND FRG. SHE SAID COMITE 
SHOULD STUDY "CURIOUS CASE OF SWITZERLAND," ADDING "ONE 
WONDERS WHY UN SHOULD HAVE CHOSEN TO HAVE ONE OF ITS HDQRS 
IN COUNTRY WHICH HARBORS SO MANY CRIMINALS AND CRIMINAL 
ASSETS." OTHER SPEAKERS WERE IRAW, BULGARIA AND T/T. 

IRAQI REP DECLARED THERE WAS NO ALTERNATIVE BUT FIGHT, 

CALLED FOR EFFECTIVE CHAP. VII MEASURES AND DISCONTINUANCE 
OF ALL UPU OPERATIONS REGARDING SR. BULGARIAN REP MENTIONED 
SUPPORT OF NUMBER OF WESTERN COUNTRIES, SAID ONLY WAY 
RESOLVE ISSUE WAS NEGOTIATE WITH ZAPU AND ZANU, AND DECLARED 
ANY ATTEMPT TO DISTORT POLICY OF SOCIALIST COUNTRIES SHOULD 
BE REJECTED SINCE SUCH ATTEMPTS BENEFITED ONLY FORCES 
OF REACTION, IMPERIALISM AND COLONIALISM. REP OF TRINIDAD

AS SUBCOMITE BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF SEYCHELLES AND ST. 
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HELENA MARCH 27, TANZANIAN REP ASSERTED RIVALRY OF COLD WAR 
BEING INTRODUCED IN INDIAN OCEAN DESPITE GA DECLARATION 
AREA WAS ZONE OF PEACE AND HE STATED UK SHOULD RENOUNCE 
ITS MILITARY AGREEMENT WITH US. CHINESE REP DECLARED 
MILITARY INSTALLATIONS ON ISLANDS, WHICH US AND UK CONTINUED 
SET UP, CONSTITUTED DIRECT THREAT TO PEACE AND SECURITY 
OF COUNTRIES OF REGION. TANZANIAN CALLED ON UK TO PROVIDE 
FOR UN VISITING MISSION, AND CHINESE SUPPORTED JUST DEMAND 
OF PEOPLE OF SEYCHELLES FOR INDEPENDENCE. SYRIAN REP. 

ONLY OTHER DEBATE SPEAKER, SAID INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
MUST ASSIST PEOPLES OF THESE TERRITORIES BY ALL AVAILABLE 
MEANS IN ORDER HELP THEM EXERCISE THEIR RIGHTS. CHAIRMAN 
JOKA-BANGURA (SIERRA LEONE) READ AFP DISPATCH REPORTING 
CHIEF MINISTER OF SEYCHELLES WOULD ASK ISLANDS' MAJORITY 
PARTY TO PRONOUNCE SELF ON WHETHER SEYCHELLES SHOULD 
SEEK INDEPENDENCE FROM UK. TANZANIAN REP ASKED CHAIRMAN 
TO SEEK CONFIRMATION OF REPORT, AND SHE AGREED TO DO SO. 
BENNETT 
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DEBATE ON GILBERT AND ELLICE, PITCAIRN AND SOLOMON ISLANDS 
CONTINUED IN SUBCOMITE MARCH 26. CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED UKUN 
REPORTED IT HOPED NEW CONSTITUTION INCORPORATING MINISTERIAL 
SYSTEM WOULD BE IN OPERATION IN SOLOMONS BY LATE SUMMER OR 
AUTUMN. NAILATIKAU (FIJI) COMMENDED PROGRESS IN SOLOMON 
ISLANDS AND GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS, BUT SAW NEED FOR 
ACCELERATED ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. HE POINTED OUT SOME ISLANDS, 

SUCH AS PITCAIRN, TOO SMALL TO BE ECONOMICALLY OR ADMINIS- 
TRATIVELY SELF-SUFFICIENT, WOULD BE FOREVER DEPENDENT ON OUTSIDE 
AREAS FOR SURVIVAL, AND INDEPENDENCE WOULD MEAN ABANDONMENT BY 
THEIR BENEFACTORS. UN, HE SAID, SHOULD RESPECT WISHES OF PEOPLE 
OF PITCAIRN EXPRESSED UNANIMOUSLY IN 1968 THAT THEY HAD NO WISH 
TO CHANGE NATURE OF THEIR RELATIONSHIP WITH UK. OTHER SPEAKERS, 

REPS AFGHANISTAN, ETHIOPIA AND IRAQ, ALL COMMENTED ON UK'S 
FAILURE COOPERATE WITH SUBCOMITE. AFGHAN REP SUPPORTED PROPOSAL 
FOR SENDING UN VISITING MISSION TO PITCAIRN TO DEVELOP PROPOSALS 
REGARDING ITS FUTURE, AND IRAQI REP ALSO FAVORED VISITING MISSION. 

COMITE ON ELIMINATION RACIAL DISCRIMINATION - 

COMITE CONCLUDED DEBATE IN PM MARCH 26 ON 28TH GA'S ACTION ON 
COMITE'S ANNUAL REPORT, AND CHAIRMAN, SUMMING UP, SAID MAJORITY OF 
MEMBERS AGREED ON NEED FOR WIDER DISSEMINATION OF INFO ON 
COMITE'S WORK. CONSIDERATION OF DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM 
AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION WAS BEGUN MARCH 26 AND CONTINUED MARCH 27. 

COMITE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY FOR DEVELOPMENT - 

COMITE IN PM MARCH 26 APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE RES RECOMMENDING 
QUESTION OF ESTABLISHING SPECIAL PROTREIN FUND BE REFERRED TO WORLD 
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FOOD CONFERENCE AND THAT GOVTS AND UN ORGANS WHICH HAVE 
ALREADY LAUNCHED ACTION PROGRAMS IN THIS FIELD CONTINUE TO 
IMPLEMENT THEM PENDING RESULTS OF CONFERENCE. GRESFORD 
(AUSTRALIA), CHAIRMAN OF WORKING GROUP ON COMITE'S FUTURE 
WORK, SUBMITTED DRAFT RES ON FUTURE WORK, AND VIEWS WERE 
EXPRESSED BY REPS SWEDEN, BYELORUSSIA, SPAIN, NETHERLANDS, 
YUGOSLAVIA, FRANCE, ARGENTINA, JAMAICA ANDPAKISTAN. AT CON- 
CLUSION, DESAI, ACTING DIRECTOR OF OFFICE FOR SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY, REMARKED "ABSOLUTELY STUPENDOUS" RANGE OF TASKS HAD 
BEEN PROPOSED, POINTED TO LIMITED RESOURCES AVAILABLE TO 
SECRETARIAT, AND ASKED COMITE FOR Cl F AR INSTRUCTIONS ABOUT WHAT 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IT NEEDED. MARCH 27 (AM) SOVIETS SUBMITTED WORKING PAPER ON 
FUTURE WORK. NUMBER OF DELS COMMENDED ITS PROPOSALS AND SUGGESTED 
THEY BE ANNEXED TO REPORT, BUT CHAIRMAN, SPEAKING AS BRAZILIAN 
REP, PROPOSED SERIES OF AMENDMENTS TO MAKE IT MORE GENERALLY 
ACCEPTABLE. NUMBER OF AMENDMENTS WERE PROPOSED TO AUSTRALIAN 
DRAFT RES BUT COMITE DECIDED NOT ADOPT DRAFT RES BUT INCORPORATE 
STATEMENT ALONG SAME LINES IN REPORT. IT WAS ALSO DECIDED 
PROPOSAL CALLING FOR REPORT ON UN ORGANS DEALING WITH SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY SHOULD FORM SUBJECT OF SEPARATE DRAFT RES.
